TOWN  -  NUMBER  - 
COUNTY  -  COMPANY

Currently  Edkins  Catalogue  of  United  States  Coal  Company  Store 
Scrip  list  tokens  first  by  the  town  of  origin,  assigns  the  town  a  number, 
lists  the  county,  and  finally  lists  the  name  of  the  company.  This  system 
works  in  nearly  99%  of  the  time,  but  on  occasions,  the  system  causes  a 
great  deal  of  confusion.  So  is  the  case  of  four  new  unlisted  tokens  from 
the  Procter  Coal  Co.,  Indian  Mountain,  TN.  The  obverse  of  the  tokens 
read  “Procter  Coal  Co./Indian  Mountain  Store”  and  the  reverse  “Good 
For/  l.oo/In  Merchandise.”  It  has  been  documented  that  the  company 
operated  mines  in  Red  Ash,  Kentucky  in  the  early  part  of  this  century, 
with  scrip  being  issued  with  the  town  name  of  Red  Ash,  Ky.  on  the  scrip. 
The  old  Dodrill  files  listed  that  the  company  operated  a  mine  at  Jellico, 
TN,  in  Campbell  County,  from  1905  to  1929,  but  does  not  list  the  name 
of  the  mine(s).  The  basic  information  about  this  company  is  rather 
sketchy,  but  with  the  help  of  a  fellow  “Scrip-Detective”  Jim  Medd,  we 
have  gathered  enough  information  to  verify  that  a  new  town  has  been 
uncovered  in  the  coal  fields  of  the  state  of  Tennessee:  Indian  Mountain. 

As  I  collect  only  Harlan  County,  Kentucky  coal  company  scrip,  I 
always  pass  along  tokens  that  I  acquire  from  outside  of  my  area  to  niy 
fellow  scriptors.  I  maintain  a  list  of  collectors  and  their  interest  and  let 
my  unwanted  tokens  go  to  a  good  home.  So  it  was  this  past  month  when 
I  acquired  four  tokens  from  the  Procter  Coal  Co.  I  assumed  that  they 
were  Kentucky  tokens  because  Procter  Coal  Co.  was  located  at  Red  Ash, 
KY.  in  Whitley  County  and  all  scrip  from  this  company  had  Red  Ash, 
KY  stamped  on  the  tokens  as  the  address.  Looking  at  a  map  of 
Kentucky,  I  noticed  that  Red  Ash  is  just  across  the  state  line  from 
Campbell  County’,  TN.  I  was  planning  to  notify  fellow  Scriptor,  Don 
Bailey,  a  collector  of  Whitley  County  scrip  about  my  find,  when  I 
mentioned  them  to  Jim  Medd,  an  advanced  Tennessee  scrip  collector. 
He  informed  me  that  he  thought  that  Indian  Mountain  was  located  in 
Tennessee.  I  immediately  knew  I  had  found  a  home  for  my  rare  tokens 
when  Jim  called  back  wanting  to  acquire  them.  Jim  had  at  his  disposal 


Tennessee  State  Mine  Inspection  records  dating  from  1907  and  a  map  of 
the  Tennessee  coal  fields  dated  1922.  Taking  my  new  finds  and  his 
information  makes  possible  for  a  new  town  to  be  added  to  the  recorded 
history  of  Tennessee  coal  fields.  The  following  is  the  “evidence”  needed 
to  add  this  unlisted  town  to  the  Tennessee  records. 

The  Dodrill  files  list  1904  as  the  date  the  Procter  Coal  C  o.  began 
operating.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  company  name  is  spelled 
PROCTOR  in  DodrilPs  1971  book,  20,000  Coal  Company  Stores ,  not 
PROCTER  as  is  listed  on  all  known  tokens  from  the  company.  It  is 
common  knowledge  that  Dodrill  took  his  main  information  from  the 
Keystone  Directories  after  1903.  Ill  ere  fore,  when  mistakes  were  made 
in  these  records,  Gordon  Dodrill  likewise  made  mistakes.  Also,  the  early 
state  mine  reports  were  sometime  incorrect.  This  is  easily  verified  by 
looking  at  the  records  of  the  Mining  Department  of  Tennessee  for  1907 
and  the  1922  state  of  Tennessee  “Operator  and  Annual  Output”  report. 
Each  listing  spell  Procter  with  an  “O”  not  an  “E”. 

Looking  at  the  Tennessee  Mining  Department  records  of  1907,  the 
Procter  Coal  Company  operated  two  mines  in  Campbell  County 
Tennessee:  Indian  Mountain  No.  1  and  Indian  Mountain  No.  2.  The 
Post  Office  address  was  Jellico,  TN.  and  John  Barnes  from  Red  Ash,  KY 
was  listed  as  the  Superintendent.  In  the  1922  report,  the  Procter  C  oal 
Co.  is  listed  as  operating  in  Campbell  C  ounty,  TN  with  a  home  office 
add  ress  listed  as  Knoxville,  TN.  The  Mine  location  is  listed  as  being 
located  at  Indian  Mountain  with  a  Red  Ash,  KY  Post  Office  address. 

The  final  evidence  that  proves  the  existence  of  the  new  Tennessee 
town  of  Indian  Mountain  is  the  map  Jim  Medd  provided.  The  main  rail 
road  that  served  the  Campbell  County  coal  fields  was  the  Southern 
Railroad.  The  main  line  running  North  branched  into  a  “Y”  at  Vasper 
with  the  two  major  lines  rejoining  near  Saxton,  KY.  The  Western 
Branch  crossed  into  Kentucky  just  across  the  state  line  past  Jellico,  I  N. 
A  spur  line  ran  to  Red  Ash,  KY,  serving  the  Procter  Coal  Co.  with  two 
“sub  spurs”  branching  off  running  South  to  serve  the  Stine  Coal  C  o  in 
KY.  and  crossing  back  into  Tennessee  to  serve  the  Procter  Coal  Co.’s 
two  Indian  Mountain  operations.  The  company  operated  one  company 
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store  located  approximately  three  miles  from  Jellico,  TN.  (See  copy  of 
map  below.) 


The  foils  for  the  four  Indian  Mountain  tokens  that  have  been 
discovered  will  be  forwarded  to  the  New  Finds  Editor  and  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Book  Committee  as  well  as  be  listed  in  the  December 
new  finds  listings  with  the  two  “Scrip  Detectives”  closing  the  case  on  this 
investigation.

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TAX  DODGE  -TWO  COMPANIES 

ONE  MINE?

I  have  found  a  mystery  right  under  my  nose  that  is  causing  much 
confusion  and  frustration  for  this  local  researcher  of  Harlan  County 
Kentucky  coal  company  scrip.  Trying  to  follow  in  the  foot  steps  of 
Harlan  County’s  number  one  “Scrip  Scrounger”,  Cecil  Philpot,  I 
thought  I  had  located  an  unlisted  Harlan  County  token  when  a  man 
called  me  wanting  to  sell  a  piece  of  scrip  from  the  J.  L.  Smith  Coal 
Company,  Draper,  Ky.  Thinking  I  “knew  it  all”  about  Harlan  County 
coal  company  scrip,  I  jumped  at  the  chance  at  acquiring  a  token  from  a 
mine  that  never  supposedly  issued  coal  company  scrip.  Not  waiting  to 
check  my  Edkins  Catalogue ,  I  jumped  into  my  car  and  drove  nine  miles 
to  Evarts,  Ky.,  to  purchase  the  “J.  L.  Scrip  Coal  Company”  token.  This 
“great  find”  makes  for  this  story. 

I  met  the  owner  of  the  “unlisted”  token  at  the  Dairy  Hut  Restaurant 
with  the  greatest  of  expectations.  When  the  man  handed  me  the  token,  I 
was  surprised  to  behold  a  SI. 00  token  from  the  Draper  Mercantile, 
Draper,  Ky.  To  say  that  the  “wind  went  out  of  my  sail”  is  an 
understatement.  I  immediately  complained  that  the  token  wasn’t  from 
the  J.  L.  Smith  Coal  Company.  I  was  put  in  my  place  very  quickly  when 
the  man  said  I  didn’t  know  my  scrip  because  his  father  worked  for  the 
company  in  the  late  1920’s  and  that  the  company  store  was  called 
“Draper  Mercantile  and  East  Harlan  Store”.  He  informed  me  that  the 
east  Harlan  Coal  Company  operated  the  mines,  but  for  some  reason  they 
had  two  types  of  company  scrip.
